But most of the restrictions are a part 
of the price which the civilian population 'must pay.

NO ELECTION 


IT is to be hoped that Canadian people will not be sub¬ 
jected to the ordeaL of an election during war years, 
or at any-rate not until the normal term of the present 
government expires in 1945. One reason is the disrup¬ 
tive general effect of an election on all activity. If an¬ 
other party were elected, which is a distinct possibility, 
valuable time would be lost in assuming the reins of of¬ 
fice. No matter how well intentioned and devoted new 
leaders might be they would have (o break ground in 
which they have not had practical experience. There 
would be mistakes, no doubt different from the mistakes 
of the present government but probably quite as costly. 
Or worse still, no government might win a clear-cut 
majority and this would bring further delay and compli¬ 
cation at the capital. ! - 

The King government is subjected to eternal criti¬ 
cism, partly deserved, and partly' ths result of little ir¬ 
ritations or of party prejudice. But impartial opinion 
is likely to concede that there has been great accomplish 
nient in all the departments connected with the war. 
There have been charges of waste but all war is waste, 


From a democracy may spring to 
the top some crude or corrupt politi¬ 
cians, but democracy at its worst is 
superior to autocracy at its best. At 
any rate, so long as it remains a 
democracy, the facilities for better¬ 
ment remain, and anyway since they 
are the ones to suffer or bear the 
cost the people are the only ones 
who have any -right to make mis¬ 
takes. There have been benevolent 
despots and enlightened dictators, 
but the modern brands exemplified 
in Germany and Italy are made up 
of windbags, paranoics, grafters and 
racketeers patterned on A1 Capone, 
whose regime in Chicago fell be¬ 
cause he had failed to take over con¬ 
trol of the country’s taxing power.

One of the troubles with the War¬ 
time Prices and Trade Board is that 
it hasn’t much experience in making 
laws, and is. getting itself and the 
Goveinment into trouble thereby. The 
man who decreed that there must be 
no cuffs on trousers and the man who 
decreed that a motor-truck owner 
must not give a ride to his owji wife 
must first have? said to himself: “Pub- 
ljc opinion be damned.” 

One law which makes criminals of 
most housewives is that which says 
that if one has a surplus of a rationed 
food, she cannot give it, or lend it, or 
trade it, much less sell it, to a neigh¬ 
bor or friends who is short of that 
particular ration. The womenfolk 
have been trading, lending and selling 
their surplus rationed goods since 
rationing began and they are going to 
continue to do so. And MrS. A., whose 
son frequently turns up from Camp 
Borden on leave (and with-a pal) will 
insist on paying her .friends for the 
butter she acquired for the soldiers’ 
entertainment. On one recent Sunday 
morning, eighteen slices of toast, lib¬ 
erally spread with the old folks’ but¬ 
ter rations for many meals, slid 
* blithely down two young and healthy 
throats. Does Mr3. A. intend not to 
have butter and jam for her boy 
when he comes to town ? He will have 
all thosfc things because one young 
soldier’s mother is a criminal. The 
W.P.T.B. has made her one. 

Actually such trading between 
honest people tends to prevent black 
markets. For Mrs. A. would become 
a regular- patron of a butter-legger 
rather than, not have 27 pieces of 
toast, with plenty of butter, if her 
boy turn up with two pals on his next 
18 hours.

It is worth recalling that one 
of the factyrs which led tj Fascism 
i:i Italy was that the Allies had made 
secret promises to Italy which they 
were unaole or unwilling to fulfil 
when victory was won. Britain had 
promised the Arabs certain claims as 
to the future of Syria which were 
repudiated later. It was about this 
time in the last war that powerful in¬ 
terests in our part of the world begar 
to' switch this from a war against 
German militarist aggression into a 
war against the Russian socialist 
revolution. 

Yve are approaching the most dan¬ 
gerous part of the war. Only one 
bond has so far united the three big 
allies—America, Britain and the Sov¬ 
iet. That bond was the menace of 
conquest or defeat by Hitler’s Ger¬ 
many. 

Hitler is approaching the point 
where he will no longer constitute a 
sufficient menace to defeat any of the 
three big Allies. Hence the link they 
row have in common could fall off, or 
prove sufficiently binding to carry 
them through in team harness 
‘through readjustment for peace. 

If stable peace is not achieved af¬ 
ter this war the world will break into 
rival blocs. One will be headed by U. 
S.A. with the British Empire as jun 
ior partner, the other by the Soviet

mean. World War 111. And anyone can 
plainly see where Canada would get 
off in event of such a “World.J?£ ar III. 
This Canada has only two neighbors, 
one north, one south. This Canada 
could become the battlefield of the 
most ghastly conflict of all time. The 
A'aska highway tudf two ways.
